mitting Gladstone to anything The 
pretent plan, as published in the Ga- 
aette, is vague as to many important de- 
tails, but it expressly provided for the 
eitablishment of a Parliament in Dub- 
lin. This body ii to consist o! but one 
chamber. It members are to be returned 
by the same electorate a» in .now estab- 
lished by tbe latest eitensiou of the 
franchise. The Irish peerage is to hare 
no other parliamentary representation 
either in Dublin or London than is pro- 
Tided by the twenty fire Irish represent- 
ative peeri now sitting in the Imperial 
House of London. The couatryisto 
be rsdistricted for the pnipoiei of Par- 
liamentary elections in such a way that 
the membership of the new Parliament 
.hall exceed the present Irish represent- 
ation in the Imperial Parliament by 
about three to one, malting the member- 
ship in the new body a little over thr«s 
hundred. 


The Eadio»ls bitterly denounce the 


plan, and say it is a long step in the 
direction ol the disintegration of the 
Empire. The leaders of the Radical 
voters, who comprise by far the largeat 
proportion of the manufacturers and 
skilled workmen in the Engliah parties] 
say to the mannlaeturers that the grant- 
ing of Home Bole will cause the paraly- 
sis of trade, and the citizens that it 
means tho shutting down of the mills

enrich the Irish manufacturers. The 
new Parliament ii to be auxiliary in 
most respects to the Parliament at 
Westminister.

NcTiute at New entasm. 


The Chinese Minister called on the 


State Department Monday, and laid be- 
fore Secretary Bayard sundry long tele- 
grams received by him from California, 
to the effect that thtre is a concerted 
movement in California to drive oat tbe 
Chinese from all towns and cities of 
California, except San Francisco, and 
that the Governor of the State and the 
sheriffs of the various counties evinced 
no disposition to protsct tke Chinese in 
their rights. The teUgram also asierls 
that the threatened action not only lo 
he disastrous to the Chinese laboring 
class, but ruinous to the Chinese mer- 
chants of Ban Francisco. It is under- 
stood the -representations made by the 
Chinese Hinieter have a double purpose 
in view. First, lo invoke the protection 
of the Government, and secondly, to 
lay the fo»ndation for a claim of money 
indemnity, similar to the claims that 
have been advanced by tbe United States 
in a large number of cases, and paid by 
China as indemnity for injuries sus- 
tained by American citizens in that em- 
pire. 


The Japanese Government deserves 


the thanks of the American Bepublic 
for having arrested the Wiokersbam 
murderer immediately upon the arrival 
of the Pacific Mail steamer at Yoko- 
hama. An .officer will leave San Fran- 
cisco on the next steamer to bring tha 
fugitive back to be hanged. 


Truckee is to be congratulated on its 


peaceful settlement of the Chinese dif- 
ficulty. Tbe whole Trnckee basio will 
probably be noon rid of Chinese, and 
all without bloodshed or any sort ol 
violence. The sndeesa of the beycotting 
tactics is complete. 


Th« New York Tribune's Washington 


special of February 14th says: The 
specter of a Cabinet crisis will not down 
at the bidding^ of the Administration 
organs. The talk about an impending 
reorganization of the Cabinet becomes 
itronger every day. ID private it is said 
that at least one, and it is believed two, 
Cabinet officers were indiscreet enough 
to make use of language in referring to 
Garland which, if known to that gentle- 
man, would not only have shocked him 
beyond measure, but would have led to 
tbe rupture of those amicable relations 
which it is so desirable should exist 
among the members of Cleveland's 
official family. If it were not for the 
President exerliag all his influence, 
threatening and cajoling his constitu- 
tional advisers by turns, it is believed 
that the Cabinet would 'have gone to 
pieces long before this. It is hardly 
conceivable that Cleveland should wish 
Garland to withdraw at this time. To 
resign while under fire would be oon- 
itrued as an admission of tbe Attorney- 
General's fault; to remain seems like 
inviting an open rupture with other 
members of the Cabinet. Between the 
two tbe President has to'choose.

The San Francisco Chronicle, of Sun- 


day last, gives editorial expression to its 
•views by saying: The public will learn 
with pleasure that there is to be a con- 
trot for Senator Fair's seat in tht Sen- 
ate as Senator from Nevada. They 
have been having dull times in that in- 
teresting State. Whatever money is 
now made on the Comstock goea into 
tbe pockets of two or three millionaire 
operators; the only bonanza which the, 
' Hevadans strike nowadays is a Sena- 
torial election. This time the bonanza 
promises to be peculiarly rioh; the per- 
K»al animosities ol Fair and JIaokay 
•re enlisted in the fight; either could 
afford lo throw away a million to spit* 
his rival.

President pro tempore of the Senate: 


SIB: I hav» the honor to acknowl- 


edge the receipt of Se»aU resolution of 
tbe 5th instant in word* as follows: 
"Resolfed, that the Secretary of the In- 
terior be directed to communicate to the 
Senate copies ol all papers which have 
been filed in the Interior Department, 
and all papers which have been present- 
ed to any officer of that Department, 
touching the official and personal con- 
duct of Henry Ward, Indian Inspector, 
during his continuance in said oSee. 
I transmit all official papers on file ia 
the Department which I understand to 
be embraced by the resolution. 
The 


official report* made to this Department 
by Henry Ward, as United States Indian 
Inspector, are velnmirous, and as the 
clerical force of this Department is lim- 
ited and otherwise fully employed, I 
have deemed it best to transmit the orig- 
inal reports. As they are frequently 
consulted in the transaction »f th» busi- 
ness ol the Dupartment I have the hon- 
or to request that they be returned to its 
file as soon as they ar» no longer requir- 
ed by the Senate. I am directed by the 
President to say that if the object of 
the resolution is to inquire into the 
reasons for the suspension of Ward, 
that these papers are not to be consider- 
ed as constituting all the evidence sub- 
mitted to him in relation thereto. I am 
also directed by th« President lo say he 
does not consider it consistent witU the 
ptblic interest to transmit copies of un- 
official papers from private citizens, held 
in my custody for him, which relates 
exclnsiv.ly to to the suspension of in- 
cumbents. I have the honor to be very 
respectfully.

Washoe valley; tobacco from Geo. Alt 
Ulendatti, and varieties of wheat, oati 
and honey from 
Humboldt, Douglas 


and Washoe counties; also several spec 
imens of Nevada timber and woods 
Nevada alto makes a display of its fa 
mous footprints in plaster, photography 
of mines and mills, basketware and 
olher Indian handiwork and relics, and 
a painting of Sarah Winnemucca.
